1. This memorandum.is for information only. (U) 


2. The activities of the Office of Security during the 
week of 29 May - 4 June 1980 were highlighted by the following 
items: 


a. The Deputy Director of Security for Personnel 

Security and Investigations, the Chief, Clearance 
Division, a member of the OS Policy and Plans Group and 
an ODP representative visited FBI Headquarters on 4 
June for discussions with the Bureau's Field Office 
Automation Unit. A detailed exchange of information 
handling and case load management concepts led to an 

25x11 agreement that the automation planning 
groups would continue to meet periodically. (U) 


b. On 3 June, two individuals of the Information 
Systems Security Group, accompanied by a member of the 
Office of Legislative Counsel, met with representatives 
of the National Security Agency and the Clerk's Office 
of Official Reporters (House of Representatives) to 
discuss the security implications of utilizing an 
‘automated transcription system for processing Community 
Classified information. Technical issues regarding 
data processing and Tempest requirements must be resolved 
prior to determining the feasibility of utilizing this 
system for classified processing.
